Now, what tho 
ICmperor Alexander intends to-day is 
x^hat he intended yesterday, and what 
he will intend to-morrow."

A .specimen of artificial stone alledged 
to have been made in this city six days 
previously was procured, IdumiI In r with 
two specimens of native fic st .no, and 
submitted to tho above iirucrss, with the 
following results: 

Ono of the n.ilivti sti;no3 became lumii 
disjutegrat'id ami could be easily cni-^lici 
holweeu the fingers, the other rcaiaiiiod 
hard to tho touch but could l.in t^pl iiii'-rcd 
with a knife; tho artilicial .stone stood th-- 
test well and retained its hardncs per 
fectly, the angles being sliaip and u.-ll 
defined as itrevinus to iiii ne r -eui .

Grain from these Flats is supplieil t(j the 
Sound and much of it is sent to California 
for shipiuout abroad. Wliat has v.'rought 
the happy change? A system of ilykugo 
that cost ft more trifle comi)ared witii the 
advantages obtained. A clyko a foot or 
two in lieight forces back tho tide and tho 
backwater from tho river, and tho land is 
rondorod c.iiiable of enluvation.
